(Calibration of the scale) 
Check a sample of water which has been left to 

stand f o p a  period in the room (the water tempe- 
rature should be the same as  the room temperature) 
regardless of the measuring temperature. Set the 
boundary line to zero by using the zero adjusting 
screw for calibration. Then measure the sample. 
and note the scale reading ,vhich can be taken 
as  t h e  true value. 

Variations in room temperature map cause an 
error, so it is recommended that the zero-setting be 
checked a t  intervals of 20 minutes using the test 
water mentioned above. 

(Instructions for use) 
1. Care should be used not to fall down nor roughly 

handle the refractometer as  it is a precision opti- 
cal instrument. 

2. Handle the prism with care as it is susceptible to 
scratches. 

3. After use, clean the prism surface and the light- 
ing plate with a soft paper damped with water 
and then with a dry cloth. 

4. An oily prism surface repels sample and does not 
correct measurement. Wipe the prism with a soft 
paper damped with warm water. 

*Never splash water on the unit. 
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
